ANGHMONO'S HARBOR. PROJECT 


(Oakland Tribune, of Cae 13th.) 


Finally, after several years of patient and persistent work 
on the part of its champions in congress, the Richmond harbor 
project has been approved by both houses in’ congress and fed- 
eral aid will be forthcoming as soon as the president affixes 
his signature to the rivers and harbors bill. This bill carries 
$428,000 appropriation for the Richinond project, $100,000 of 
which is immediately available. The city of Richmond is ex- 
pected to put up an amount for harbor developmept work 
equal to the government appropriation and is reported to be 
ready to begin the performance of its obligation at onee. 

The people of Richmond, notwithstanding the many times 
they have been disapointed by the refusal of the Senate to pass 
any harbors bill, may consider themselves fortunate that their 
appropriation was voted at this time, when the disposition in 
Congress is to delay nearly all proposed appropriations not 
connected with war work. But the Contra Costa county harb- 
or will be an important addition to the faciliti@s on San Fran- 
ejseo bay and when finished will prove an important anit in 
the rail and shipping terminal facilities at this port and as such 
will justify the aid given it at this time. Tenceforth it will 
be listed in the category of ‘‘eontinuing projects’? and it will 
not. be difficult to obtain the yearly appropriation pledged by 
theenaetment of the present bill. , 

Richmond should now proceed with the carrying out of this 
work in aeccordanee with the plans adopted by the beard of 
army egineers, with the confidense that ise propedity will

Every case will be inves- 
tigated thoroughly and Horner 
states that he is prepared to pre- 
sent data on the manner of liv- 
ing of some of the men, which will 
show they have had little to do to- 
wards caring for their families in 
the past. 

It will be impossible to learn 
how many men did not claim ex- 
emption until the whole list is gone 
over. The cases are to be taken 
up one at a time and disposed of 
and it will undoubtedly be Satur- 
day before the entire list of those 
called will be known.

and was at a loss to explain how he 
knew of it, 

The Forty-seventh street protest 
hearing was the only excitement of 
the meeting. Mayor Lane opened 
the hearing soon after the meeting 
convened and for a couple of hours 
the testimony was taken. 

Attorney Woolner began the pro- 
ceedings by asking that the resolu- 
tion of intention and the ordinance 
calling for the work be read. He 
then had J. George Smith, a civil 
engineer, called, who stated he had 
been twenty years in the business. 

Smith testified that he had made 
. personal survey of the street and 
yad looked over the official pro- 
seedings and found that the street 
was five feet below grade. He was 
slosely questioned by Attorney 
Kirkbride, of San Mateo, represent- 
ing Cushing, and under the fire of 
juestions refused to state whether 
or not he thought that the grade 
Cushing folowed was the better. 

W. C. Dohrmann followed Smith, 
ind testified that’ the protestants 
ywned 1824.17 feet frgntage on the 
street and that they had been as- 
sessed $6500 as their share of the 
axpense. He stated he_ believed 
that the rain water would stand in 
the middle of the street if the 
yavement was left as laid, 

Attorney Kirkbride then cal'ed 
Robert Gillespie and Jack McLean, 
who testified that they believed if 
the street had been made five feet 
higher that the value of their prop- 
erty would have been materially de- 
creased. They asserted that the 
lumber company wag satisfied with 
the street as laid. - 

Inspector Sherwood testifed he 
had watched the laying of the street 
closely and that the grade stakes 
set by the city engineer hae beer 
conformed to. He believed the 
best interests of the mty and the 
property owners was adhered to in 
the laying of the pavement. 

Cushing closed the testimony. He 
declared he had _ followed the 
stakes laid down by City Kngineer 
Chapman. He also declared that 
every person living on the street 
had paid him and those protesting 

merely owned property along the 
avenue. Cushing believed that to 
raise the grade of the street five 


feet would bring it above the door- 
way of the buildings and thereby de- 


crease property values. He closed 


for the job and waited until he fin- 
ished to take advantage of him. 
City Engineer Chapman admitted 
that a mistake had been made in 
the plans and specifications for the 
work. He stated that the original 
plan was to fotlow the _ present 
grade, but that a clerical error had 


been made which called for the of- 


ficial grade to be five feet higher.
